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New Science Building Completed 


The new science building at Clarke, 
which was opened for use the be- 
ginning of the second semester, has 
over 11,000 square feet of floor 
space. It represents many months of 
planning, over six months of con- 
struction and an investment of ap- 
proximately $165,000. This building, 
furnished throughout with new and 
modern furniture, makes available a 
science facility which is second to 
none. 


There are three lecture rooms, two 
of which have raised seats and are 
equipped for movie projection, and 
other audio-visual aids. There are 
two chemistry laboratories, a phy- 
sics laboratory, a biology laboratory, 
five offices, three stock rooms, 
three preparation rooms, a balance 
room, rest rooms, and year around 
air conditioning. 

With the installation of this new 
facility, Clarke moves into an ex- 
panded science program. Clarke will 
now offer two complete years in 
science and mathematics, which 
will make it possible to offer com- 
plete pre-professional courses in pre- 
medicine, pre-dentistry, pre-veteri- 
nary medicine, pre-engineering, as 
well as courses of study for stu- 
dents who wish to major in biology, 
chemistry, mathematics and-or phy- 


sics.

Clarke College lost a prominent a- 
i lumnus and a valuable member of 
j its Board of Trustees. A native of 
Lux, Miss., near Hattiesburg, M r. 
Granberry entered Clarke the year 
it opened its doors in 1908, and grad- 
uated with the class of 1911. Through 
the years he maintained a keen in- 
terest in the work of the school and 
for the past several years he serv- 
ed as a trustee of his alma mater. 

He died Wednesday, September 30, 
at the Coahoma County Hospital 
shortly following a heart attack at 
his home.

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FALL ENROLLMENT SETS A RECORD 



In the picture above, Dr. W. L. Compere, president, and 
the students in the first full assembly of the session, radi- 
ate their overflowing delight in the large number and very 
fine spirit of the large enrollment as the session began 
in September. In the words of President Compere, “So 
far as available records show, this is the largest regular 
fall enrollment in the history of the school”. The total 
registration for the current semester stands at 391, which 
is about 8 per cent above last year; but the number of 
full-time students shows an even larger increase, or about 
12 per cent over last fall. 

A preliminary report on the special interests of the stu- 
dents reveals that there are 90 ministerial students, of 
whom 20 are already serving as pastors. About forty 
others are preparing for church-related vocations. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. Clifford Watson, widely known for their 


work in education in Jones County and elsewhere, are now 
serving on the College staff. Mr. Watson is Dean of the 
College; and Mrs. Watson is working part time as Coordi- 
nator for the Institutional Self Study, in which the Col- 
lege is now engaged. Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Street have as- 
sumed their duties and are now serving as Director of 
Public Relations and Secretary-Receptionist in the Presi- 
dent’s office.

nesses; and we shall seek solu- 
tions to problems that we identify 
in the study. 

Study committees are at work 
surveying every area of our col- 
lege life. After we have completed 
our own study, made an evalua- 
tion of our past and present in the 
light of our objectives, and have 
established goals — immediate and 
long range — to guide in helping 
Clarke better fulfill its role in Bap- 
tist life and in higher education, 
we will be visited by an evaluat- 
ing committee selected by the 
Commission on Colleges, probably 
during the fall of 1966.

Appeal Is Success 

College officials and friends, as 
well as many students who are to 
benefit from it, are especially 
happy that the response to the 
appeal for donations to the Stu- 
dent Loan Fund has met with such 
outstanding success. 

Since the College did not sign the 
Compliance Pledge proposed by 
the Federal Government, it will 
lose some $22,000 previously ad- 
vanced annually for use in loans 
to students to help with their col- 
lege expenses.

With the match- 
ing gift this provided a total of 
more than $30,000 for the Student 
Loan Fund.
